The following decree creating a commission of public hygiene is 
received from the American minister at Caracas, through the Depart- 
ment of State, under date of April 6 : 

Whereas it is necessary that there should be a consulting and tech- 
nical board for studying and resolving scientifically questions of hy- 
fiene and public health until congress can legislate on this important 
ranch of the administration — 

DECREES. 

Article 1. — There is hereby created, provisionally, in the city of 
Caracas, and under the minister of the interior, a consulting and tech- 
nical board to be called the commission of public hygiene.
